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ABSTRACT 

Designed as a reference tool for faculty, staff, 
researchers, and proposal writers, this fact book compiles 1985-86 
institutional statistical data on academic, student, and 
administrative affairs at Ponce Technological University College 
(PTUC). The first section focuses on academic areas, presenting 
information on enrollment by program, degree level, status, and sex; 
achievement test scores, family income, high school grade point 
average, and father *s education of incoming freshmen; distribution of 
suspended or probationary students by major; distribution of 
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institutionally supported projects and scientific research;
